similar objection are repeated for claims 13-16.

2. Claims 1-4 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Blitzer. 

Blitzer teach a method and apparatus for compensating a toner concentration 
detection signal in accordance with changes in the reflectivity of the carrier 
particles due to aging. A developing device 22 has a toner concentration detector 70 
which includes a photo-emitter 71 to shine light onto developing material through a 
viewing window, and a reflected light will be detected by a photo-sensor 72. Due to 
the aging of the carrier which will produce a scum layer on the carrier (this is what 
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applicant's call toner impaction on the carrier particles), the toner concentration 
signal will be compensated. 

3. Claims 5*8 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Scheuer et al., Hockey et al., and Stelter all teach various toner compensating 
systems.
